So much for the physical 
nature of the book, but what 
does it represent? It would 
appear by all accounts to be 
the ledger book for the McKen- 
zie Hotel in Madoc, one of the 
earliest buildings in the town 
According to Brenda Hudson in 
Fabric of a Dream, this build- 
ing was erected in 1845 by a 


Mr. Eastman at the corner of 


Madawaska and Donald 
Streets. It was, also known as 
*“‘Madoc House’ and subse- 
quently as ‘‘Russell House’. It 
burned in 1865.

and lodging. meals, horsekeep- 
ing and the sale of sundry 
goods as a general store were 
also common 

This shows a balance due 
and owing ef 2 pounds, I1s., 8d 
‘most of which, interestingly 
enough, consisted of taxes). It 
is also interesting to note that 
for the price of 1 lb. of tea you 
could buy over a gallon of 
whiskey and that beef, 
(slaughtered one assumes in 
December) cost 1.75 per 
pound! To put it into perspec- 
tive, if cost Mr. McBeath 
approximately a-pound of beef 
to buy one drink of whiskey 
(not so far from today’s rela- 
live prices!), but 75 pounds of 
beef for a pound of tea. No 
wonder they drank so much 


whiskey. The surprise is that 
they drank so much tea give its 
relative price. 

The McKenzies can also be 
seen making cash advances 
and selling ‘‘Scotch Caps’. 
One would love to know the 
nature of the “sulhdries’’ so 
often referred to. 

In short, it provides.an inter- 
esting light on the workings of 
what was still very: much-a 
frontier area at the,time. It‘is 
also invaluable for providing 
information on the whereab- 
outs and settlement dates for 
three hundred and twenty-five 
early settlers. Some, but by no 
means all, can be traced in 
Brenda Hudson's book. 

The lands in question formed 
part of the west half of Lot 2 in 
the 6th Concession, Township 


of Madoc. These lands were 
purchased by Donald McKen- 
zie in February 1832 from 
Gilbert Morgan. Donald 
McKenzie was one of four sons. 


of John Gordon McKenzie of ~ 


Montreal, the others being 
Roderick, Simon and Hugh. 
Their sister, Isabella, married 
William Cameron. All of these 
children came to the Township 
of Madoc. Donald McKenzie 
appears to have been born c. 


1794. he died in Madoc, 29 April » 


1849 and would not seem to 
have been married or to have 
had children. Certainly none 
are mentioned in his will. 

In October 1842 Donald 
McKenzie gave a mortgage to 
his father. John Gordon 
McKenzie in the amount of 
3,000 pounds, an immense sum

Christine Stewart is pleased 
with the announcement that 


the North American Free 
Trade Agreement will go 
ahead. 


Recently appointed Secret- 
ary of State for Africa and 
Latin America for the new 
Liberal government. Stewart 
said she has always been an 
advocate of freer trade. 
adding: “The NAFTA deal 
was. however, inadequate in 
some areas but with the agree 
ments secured by the Prime 
Minister all parties to the deal 
now fully understand their 
position.”

Stewart said she was 
convinced the fine points of the 
agreement can be worked out 
with their U.S. and Mexican 

artners. “‘My portfolio is 
argely concerned with rela- 
tions with our Latin American 
friends. This is another posi- 
tive step toward strengthening 
those relations.”

Indian River - The- Indian 
River “Clean Up Rural Beach 
es (CURB) Program set up by 
the Otonabee Region Conser-

tive contribution” it has made 
in both improving water qual- 
ity and helping the local 
economy. 

Beth Cockburn, ORCA's

Blind Learning the tricks of 
the trade. so to speak, Michael 
came away from the training 
with a heightened acuity of his 


senses, with an awareness of 
other people's ignorance. and 
with an understanding that 


blind people can just about do 
anything they wish to do, short 
of driving a cat 

What stopped him more than 
anything was the attitude of 
others, their pity, and their. 
interference with doing things 
on his own 

People grabbed his arm 
unexpectedly People assumed 
he needed help And people 
aiso automatically equated fis 
so-called blindness with pover- 
tv He felt much of what 
Patricia Logan. a NFB 
member of the NY chapter, 
suid in aletter to the media: “1 
reject and condemn the inter 
ference and remarks which 
suggest that life without sight 
necessarily has to be one of 
almost total dependence on 
loved ones, a life permeated 
with depression and dominated 
by thoughts of what has been 
lost, rather than by the wealth 
mf experiences based on what 
has been retained”

Snowmobiling's” incredible 
geewth is attracting attention. 
We're generating big money - 
manufacturer's investments, 
goverment fiinding, corporate 
sponsorships, increased 
permit revenues, and $400 
million dollars of provincial 
‘spending by snowmobilers - all 
spelling increased visibility 
and scrutiny. We've gone from 
being largely ignored to bein 
under the microscope an 
changes are underway. 

The first one came down the 
pipe in last spring's Ontario 

udget. Effective July 1, 1993 
snowmobile registration must 
be renewed annually. Tax grab 
implications aside, it is most 
annoying that there was never 
any prior consultation with 
snowmobilers. In fact, despite 
repeated requests by the 
Ontario Federation of Snow- 
mobile Clubs (OFSC), there 
has yet to be any high level 
dialogue with the Ministry of 
Transportation of Ontario 
(MTO) on either license 
registration olicy or 
implementation. Strange beha- 
viour indeed for a government 
committed to public 
consultation. 

For those still confused 
about the new registration, 
here’s the scoop. New sled 
registration increased to $30 
‘from ‘$25, but because of the 
new annual validation require- 
ment and~fee, new registra- 
tions must be obtained in the 
name of the actual purchaser. 
Before, dealers could license 
sleds themselves prior to sale 
and simply transfer ownership 
to the purchaser at no cost.

ownership now involves a fee. 
Same applies if you speak for a 
new sled! at your dealer, but 
before taking poeple £ decide 
to change models, If the dealer 
has already registered the frst 
sled in your name, your charige 
of mind will cost you another 
registration fee. 

The annual fee,is $15 for 
Southern Ontario residents. 


' Although every sled owner is 


required to validate annually, 
Northerners do so at no cost in 
keeping with MTO’s long 
standing motorized vehicle 
licensing policy for Northern 
Ontario. 

To get the new system 
running, MTO will be including 
your snowmobile license 
renewal information on the 


same form you receive for 


other motor vehicle renewals 
prior to your birthday. You 
may bé surprised at how many 
machines are on their records, 
but remember that until now, 
all sled registrations were one 
time and comulative, so every 
sled you have ever owned may 
show up on the first form. Only 
validate the serviceable ones 
still in your possession. 

The resulting count is one 
undeniable benefit of the new 
system. Within a year or so, we 
will have more accurate on 
active snowmobiles in Ontario. 
MTO shows about 30,000, but if 
my experience is any indica- 
tor, about two-thirds will be 
absent for roll call. 


In this first year of registra- 
tion, only those with birthdays 
September 1, 1993 or later need 
worry about their annual 
renewal. So if your birthday is 
June Ist, you will not be 
required to renew until next 
summer - a free winter’s ride! 
On the other hand, if you 
bought a new sled this past 
September and your birthday 
is in January, then you are 
going to be dinged for $30 at 
point of purchase and a $15 
renewal at your birthday. 
Double jeopardy. 

The renewal or validation 
sticker is the same as you get 
for your auto license plate, 
black this year. One sticker, 
two sled sides. Proper place- 
ment is on the left side cowling- 
as you are seated to operate 
the snowmobile. Affix it imme- 
diately to the right of and near 
the top of, the last number of 
your license plate.

Which begs the question, 
what license plate? Many sleds 
sport colour coordinated, paint 
on numbers or vinyl graphics 
instead. of those ugly blue on 
white MTO license stickers 
Rumours abound#that these 
are illegal, even to the point of 
police enforcement in some 
regions. I'm no legal eagle; but 
my reading of the Motorized 
Snow Vehicle Act (1990) says 
that after September 30, 1983, 
anything but the official MTO 
license stickers are indeed 
forbidden. See for yourself in 
Reg. 804 Section 22 & 23. 
Articles 1 through 5 of the Act. 

It doesn't look like MTO is 
done with us yet. Word has it 
that serious internal, albeit 
preliminary discussions are 
already underway about a new 
driver's license class for snow- 
mobilers. News stories in vari- 
ous Ontario papers Share this 


speculation. Implementatiorr= 


would ensure mandatory snow- 
mobile driver training and 
could have broad safety impli- 
cations, but it also harbours 
another money grab from sled 
ders and yet another restric- 
tion from big brother.

The federal government is/ 
“wiggling off the hook” of 
maintaining supply manage- 
ment for/dairy products, and .

ture and Food Elmer 

Buchanan. 

“The Liberal party was 
going’ to protect supply 
management. Now they’re 
saying Canada’s position 
doesn’t have a lot of support 
from other countries,” 
commented Buchanan. 

Hastings-Peterborough 
MPP. Buchanan feels “Cana- 
da’s position has been to have 
other countries reduce their 
export sudsidies, primarily on 
grains and oil-seeds going into 
our export markets. On the 
other hand we want to main- 
tain supply ‘ape tan. cp on 
our dairy peocuces and our egg 
and poultry industries to 
ensure a Canadian supply and 
stable prices.” 

As of Sept. 1. Europe had 
stockpiled 29-million tonnes of 
grain; 303,000 tonnes of butter; 
128,000 tonnes of cheese and 
908,000 tonnes of beef. 

““Most of this ususally ends 
up being dumped on to the 
world market | in one fashion or 
another, which distorts mark- 
els,” explained Buchanan. 

According to Buchanan the 
new GA rules would let 
countries put their own tariffs 
on as high as they way and 
then reduce them over lime. 

“The Americans are already 
talking about eliminating these 


tariffs in the next round of ' 


GATT negotiations, which they 
are set to start right away. So 
larilfication is at best a 
temporary protection for supp- 
ly management because they 
could be gone in two years,” 
pointed out Buchanan.

“They can produce their 
chickens much cheaper

“It's going to be bad for our 
farmers. eventually it will be 
for our consumers.

one thing — higher prices for 
our consumers.

With a new TOP Trail map 
available, it’s time to clear up 
some confusion. Suddenly last 
winter snowmobilers started to 
hear the new “TOP” term. 
Most probably thought it was 
synonymous with ‘best’. 
While this may be true, it’s by 
no means the full story. 

With the debut of the first 
TOP Trail map in 1992, few had 
any idea of the scope or 
purpose, so it came under 
immediate criticism. It 
showed a system that appa- 
rently excluded much of South- 
ern Ontario and*seemed too 
general to be of much use on 
the trail. 

In fact, that ep was a 
prototype for an evolving new 
trail network that will not be 
formally completed until 1995. 
But since rumours about TOP 
Trails were already making 
the rounds, the idea of that 
map was to collect existing 
data so that the OFSC, the 
clubs, and snowmobilers could 
see the vision on paper and 
would have the same base to 
work from for improvements 
and corrections. It would also 
provide both tourists and 
Ontario snowmobilers with a 
current, albeit incomplete, 
snapshot of the new system 
and give some indication of 
what it could and would be. 

Most important, that first 
_AOP_Trail map was a key tool 
~ in making SNO-TRAC a reali- 
ty. The 20.8 million, Snowmo- 
bile Trail Rehabilitation and 
Construction (SNO-TRAC) 

artnership between the 

rovince and the OFSC is 

geared to the job creation, 
economic development and 
winter tourism opportunities 
associated with putting the 
TOP Trail system in place. 
That first map was essentiall 
the blueprint around whic 
SNO-TRAC proponents could

TOP Trails are an acronym 
for Trans: Ontario Provincial 
Trails: an interconnecting 
network of snow highways 
whose main function is to 
carry snowmobile traffic from 
one corner of the province to 
the other linking snowbelt 
communities along the way. 
There are three kinds of TOP 
Trails. 


TOP Trunk Trails are the 
main through routes. Mostly 
they run from border to border 
joining Ontario's various snow- 
mobile regions. They are 
presently 5 Trunk Trails desig- 
nated by a single letter from 
“A‘“ to “E”’ shown in red on the 
new map. 

TOP Connector trails 
connect trunk trails to one 
another. They are denoted by a 
letter-number-letter designa- 
tion such as E103B, where the 
103" is the actual connector 
number and the ‘‘E"’ and ‘‘B’’ 
indicate:he two trunk trails so 
linked. The new map displays 
connectors in green. 


Finally, there are TOP Feed- 
er Trails which originate local- 
ly and feed traffic into the 
system. They are labelled with 
a letter-number combination 
such as D105 where ‘‘105" 
is the feeder number and 
“TD” is the Trunk Trail it feeds. 
Feeders appear in blue. Where 
a feeder starts at a border 
crossing it may be shown as 
letter-number-letter ‘‘E110Q” 
where the last letter is the 
initial of the province or state.
